Ruth.  Mrs.  Coolidge,  Ruth  Elder, 
Helen  Wills  and  Jane  Adams  receiv- 
- ed  votes  to  rank  them  just  below  the 
Rumanian  queen  as  a major  world 
news  importance. 

Some  who  did  not  receive  enough 
votes  to  get  in  the  list  were  John  D. 
'Rockefeller,  “Red”  Grange,  Jack 
'Dempsey,  Mary  Garden,  “Ma"  Fergu- 
son and  Millicent  Rogers. 

MEXICO  CITY,  Nov.  19— The 
Mexican  Supreme  court  today  ruled 
in  favor  of  the  Mexican  Petroleum 
company,  an  American  concern.  The 
ccfur^  handed  do^n  a unanimous  de- 
cision declaring  sections  14  and  15  of 
the  new  Petroleum  Act,  unconstitu- 
tional so  far  as  that  case  was  con- 
cerned. 

The  department  of  industry  ha4- 
canceled  drilling  permits  obtained  by 
the  oil  company  previous  to  the  pass- 
ing of  the  l^w.  The  company  brought 
suit  to  have  The  action  restrained,  and 
were  successful.  There  are  many 
other  like'  cases  awaiting  to  come  be- 
fore the  bar,  brought  principally  by 
American  and  British  companies. 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  Nov.  19— Of- 
ficials of  Mills  Field,  San  Francisco’s 
airport,  announced  -tonight  that  Cap- 
tain Frederick  A.  Giles,  British  avia- 
tor, had  postponed  until  Monday  his 
next  attempt  to  fly  his  biplane 
“Danda,”  to  New  Zealand,  via.  Hawaii. 
Fog  forced  him  t§  turn  back  forty- 
five  minutes  after  he  had  hopped  off 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.,  Nov.  19— 

An  appropriation  of  between  $30,- 
000,000  and  $35,000,000  will  be  approv- 
ed by  congress  for  the  carrying  out 
of  work  on  all  the  cruisers  authorized. 
Representative  French  of  Idaho,  in 
charge  of  the  naval  appropriation  bills 
in  the  house  said  today  after  a call 
upon  President  Coolidge.

FRIDAYMEETING 

Plan  Includes  All  Students 
Enrolled  in  School;  Must 
Belong  to  One  Social  Unit 


Re-affiliation  Will  Occur  in 
Case  Difficulties  May 
Arise  Within  the  Groups 


Last  Friday  in  assembly,  President 
Harris  gave  to  the  student  body  a 
plan  which  Jiag  been  formulated  by 
the  faculty  and  the  board  of  trustees 
for  the  government  of  the  social  ac- 
tivities in  the  university. 

By  this  plan  the  students  are  arbi- 
trarily divided  into  groups  of  from 
twenty  to  thirty,  each  group  compos- 
ing a social  unit.  These  units  are  to 
be  governed  by  an  inter-social  unit 
board  consisting  of  the  president  of 
the  student  body,  the  president  of  the 
A.  W.  S.,  the  presidents  of  the  classes, 
and  one  woman  representative  from 
each  class.  On  this  board  will  also 
be,  from  the  faculty,  the  chairman  of 
the  social  committee,  the  chairman  of 
the  attendance  and  scholarship  com- 
mittee, the  registrar,  the  dean  of  Wo- 
men and  Mrs.  Elsie  C.  Carroll.  ^ 

Those  who  wish  to  form  social 
units  may  apply  for  a charter  from 
the  committee,  and  will  probably  be 
-affiliated  according  to  their  wishes. 
Others  who  have  not  any  special 
group  into  which  they  wish  to  go  will 
be  affiliated  arbitrarily  by  the  board. 
The  plan  has  been  made  as  flexible 
as  possible  so  that  those  who  are  not 
satisfied  with  the  group  they  are  in 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  reaffiliate. 
There  are  three  ways  of  re-affiliating 
a member.  He  may  petition  the  board 
f$r  the  desired  change,  two-thirds  of

PROFESSOR  OSMOND 
WHILES  NEW  BOOK 


Professor  Alfred  Osmond  has  writ- 
ten a new  book..  He  calls  it,  “My 
Philosophy  of  Life.”  Let  not  the 
unsophisticated  be  alarmed  by  the 
term  philosophy;  it  is  not  of  the 
metaphysical  type.  The  book  is  a 
popular  and  practical  discussion  of 
the  science  of  life'  as  related  to  human 
happiness  and  the  art  of  living,  and 
has  an  optimistic  and  inspirational 
tone. 

Professor  Osmond  takes  the  reader 
into  his  confidence,  and  the  two 
saunter  along  the  highways  of  life 
as  friends  and  companions.  Here  and 
there  the  author  relates  a bit  of  per- 
sonal experience  that  adds  materially 
to  the  interest. 

According  to  Professor  Osmond 
there  are  seven  fundamental  natures 
of  man,  the  physical,  the  sexual,  the 
intellectual,  the  social,  the  moral,  the 
aesthetic  and  the  spiritual.  These  re- 
ceive frank  and  sympathetic  discus- 
sion, and  the  reader  will  receive  en- 
couragement therefrom  in  his  own 
struggles  through  life.  The  following 
bit  of  poetry  typifies  the  spirit  of  the 
work: 

“As  I ascend  the  hill  of  life 
My  sorrows  break  and  run  from  me, 
What  others  call  their  stress  and  strife 
Is  exercise  and  fun  for  me. 

I lov£*  the  hazards  of  the  play 
That  gives  an  honest  chance  to  win, 
And  helps  me  think  from  day  to  day 
My  ships  will  soon  come  sailing  in.” 

Appended  to  the  volume  are  a 
number  of  Prof.  Osmond’s  choicest 
poems.  They  add  much  to  the  value 
of  the'  work.  Some  of  them  are 
philosophical  and  emphasize  the 
author’s  optimistic  outlook  on  life. 

CAROLINE  EYRING  WINS 
IN  NATIONAL  GONIEST

Thorne,  Corbett,  Lloyd, 
Worthington  Finish  Career 


Brigham  Young  University  ended 
its  1927  football  season  with  a tremen- 
dous burst  of  power  which  carried 
them  to  a 38-19  victory  over  the 
Colorado  Mines  eleven,  Saturday  in 
a game  which  left  no  doubt  that  the 
Cougars  have  at  last  reached  the  foot- 
ball level  of  the  other  teams  of  the 
conference. 

With  a speedy  offense  revolving 
about  Owen  Rowe,  and  composed  of 
Clarence  Skousen,  Lloyd,  Colvin, 
Dixon  and  Bassinger  behind  a sterl- 
ing forward  wall  in  which  Thorne, 
Corless  and  Corbett,  winding  u$  their 
college  football,  outdid  themselves, 
Young  tallied  six  times. 

Rowe  was  speed  personified,  for  it 
seemed  that  when  he  started  on  an 
end  run  he  appeared  only  jn  spots  not 
infrequently  turning  up  unexpectedly 
behind  the  Miners’  goal  line.  Fol- 
lowing a sweeping  interference  he  of- 
ten made  journeys  of  over  thirty 
yards,  and  traversed  62  yards  straight 
through  a gaping  hole  in  the  Colo- 
rado line  for  a touchdown  on  one 
occasion.  He  also  .fulfilled  the  other 
two  parts  of  his  triple  threat  by  get- 
ting off  Some  'beautiful  punts  and 
executing  some  neat  passes  on  a lat- 
eral-forward passing  combination. 

The  Miners  simply  could  Hot  bq 
denied  a score  though,  for  with  Carr, 
halfback  in  the  ball  carrying  role  they 
were  at  times  irresistible.  The  B.  Y. 
U.  Cougars,  however,  out  scored  them 
right  along.  That  Young  should  reg- 
ister three  touchdowns  in  the  first 
period  is  rather  surprising  when  con- 
sidered in  the  light  of  the  fact  that 
the  same  bunch  of  Miners  held  the

Harris  Visits  Logan, 
Ogden  on  Trip  North

The  'need  of  some  definite  social  policy 
regarding  group  organizations  has  been  felt 
for  some  time  by  the  faculty  and  the  adminis- 
tration, and  for  many  weeks  plans  have  been 
going  forward  in  an  effort  to  formulate  that 
plan  which  will  adequately  care  for  a situation 
which  calls  for  social  democracy  and  close  ad- 
herence to  the  religious  ideals  upon  which  our 
institution  is  founded.  While  many  points  of 
view  have  been  advanced,  and  the  plan  pre- 
sented may  not  be  “fool  proof,”  yet  it  is  earn- 
estly hoped  that  alumni  and  student  body 
alike  will  join  their  interests  and  efforts  in 
giving  a thorough  trial  to  this  new  scheme 
which  is  an  avenue  of  approach  into  a new 
sphere  of  social  endeavor. 

The  president  and  the  committees  work- 
ing on  this  plan  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
pains-takipg  efforts.  It  is  hoped  that  time  will 
vindicate  their  judgment,  and  that  of  the 
majority  of  the  faculty,  and  that  out  of  it  all 
will  come  a revival  of  that  age-old  “Y”  Spirit 
which  will  rival  that  of  the  past  in  its  power 
to  accomplish  worth-while  things.

Colorado  Aggies  scoreless  for  three 
qparters. 

The  “Y”,  however,  with  Rowe,  was 
at  the  peak  of  its  power  and  following 
the  ball  like  vultures  capitalized  every 
break  which  came  their  way. 

In  the  first  quarter  soon  after  the 
kickoff,  Rowe  ran  34  yards  off  tackle 
from  the  the  Ore-diggers’  48-yard  .line, 
then  C.  "Skousen  bucked  it  across  to 
put  the  Cougars  in  the  lead  6-0  in 
the  first  three  minutes  of  play.  The 
second  counter  came  soon  after  when 
Thorne  recovered  a fumble  on  his 
opponent’s  40-yard  line  and  Rowe 
ran  to  the  Mines’  9-yard  marker  with 
it  before  being  downed.  The  Ore- 
diggers’  line  held  but  Rowe  received 
a lateral  pass  and  tossed  a forward 
to  Reeves  over  the  goal  line.  The 
third  ‘Y’  score  was  due  largely  to 
Rowe  when  he  eluded  the  Mines-  and 
went  39  yards  to  score  a touchdown. 

The  Mines  caifie  back  to  outplay 
the  Cougars  consistently  in  the  sec- 
ond period,  and  scored  one  touch- 
down after  a series  of  long  end'  runs 
by  Carr  and  Gernert;  Carr  scoring 
by  this  method,  and  kicking  goal.  Al- 
though the  Mines  continued  to  be  a 
threat,  B.  Y.  U.  intercepted  passes 
and  were  on  the  offensive  as  the  half 
ended  with  the  count  19  to  7 for  the 
“Y”. 

Rowe,  who  was  on  the  sidelines 
most  of  the  time  in  the  second  quarter, 
returned  to  the  fray  and  inaugurated 
his  return  with  a run  through  the  en- 
tire Mines  team,  scoring  another 
touchdown,  and  giving  the  Cougars  a 
safe  -lead.  Another  touchdown  came 
later  in  the  period  when  C.  Skousen 
bucked  the  ball  across  after  a fumble 
had  given  the  ‘Y’  its  opportunity. 

The  Mines  came  back,  fighting 
hard  in  the  final  period,  and  scored  a 
touchdown  by  straight  football  and 
were  still  on  the  offensive  when  C.

FIRST  MEMBERSHIP  IN 
GLASS  OF  ’27  TAKEN 


GIVEN  KNUDSEN 


The  December  issue  of  “The  Cali- 
fornia Monthly,”  published"  by  the 
alumni  of  the  University  of  California, 
carries  a major  article  entitled,  “In 
Order  That  Civilized  Man  May  Hear’’, 
and  reports  on  the  outstanding  work 
of  Dr.  Vern  O.  Knudsen,  '15,  profes- 
sor of  physics  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Los  Angeles.  For  some 
time  Dr.  Knudsen  has  been  making 
an  effort  to  find  just  how  well  the 
sense  of  touch  is  endowed  with  the 
analytic  functions  required  for  hear- 
ing speech  or  music.  The  findings 
of  Prof.  Knudsen  prove  that  it  is  pos- 
sible for  any  average  human  being  to 
turn  his  sense  of  touch  into  a useful 
sense  of  hearing,  and  the  article  quotes 
Dr.  Knudsen  at  length  on  \\is  out- 
standing work.  He  notes  of  course 
that  the  tactual  interprepation  of 
music,  for  instance,  would  be  almost 
void  of  melody  or  pitch  coloring;  only 
the  rhythm,  the  decadence,  the  time 
intervals,  and  some  expression  would 
be  appreciated  as  well  as  by  the  ear. 

The  matter  of  acoustics  has  re- 
ceived much  attention  by  Dr.  Kntrtf- 
sen,  any  many  demands  have  been 
made  on  his  time.  He  was  recently 
asked  to  outline  his  findings  on  this 
subject  before  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Building  Owners  and  Man- 
agers in  the  East.  As  a result  of 
these  studies,  many  types  of  materials 
have  been  developed  for  building 
purposes  to  utilize  more  completely 
the  results  of  Dr.  Knudsen’s  scientific 
investigations  and  findings.

It  is  the  intention  of  the  committee 
to  make  few  rules,  for  it  is  thought 
to  be  the  better  policy  to  let  the 
groups  make  their  own  lav  s as  far  as 
is  compatable*  with  the  general  policy.
